_ This is especially true in the case of new avtomobile 
purchases. Even the monthly installments on a “cheap” car 
costing $1800 or $2000 take more of a “bite” out of the pay- 
check than most families can afford when the price of food 
_and other necessities is so high. A further extension of time 
for’ tepayment to 30 months would help a lot of people to get 
new cars who badly need them. And it would also help to 
prevent further employment decline in the automotive indus- 
try. The same thing applies to a lesser degree in other lines
